| Bookſellers Nameè affix d to it ; which under 


the ſpecious Title of The Rights ef the Chri- 


tian Church aſſerted, endeavoured (as far 


as the Malice and pretended Wit of the Au- 


thor was able) to overthrow all the Rights, 
Power and Authority which our Saviour 

had given to his Church. This Book, to- 
geber with ſome others publiſh'd about that 


time, gave a juſt Alarm to thoſe who had a 


true Zeal for that Religion which our Savi- 
our Eſtablifh?d, which Nis Apoſtlesand their 
| Succeſſors preached and propagated in all 
the World, which the Biſhops and Paſtors 
of the Primitive Church maintain'd and 
ſupported with the hazard of their Lives, 


which the Martyrs and Confeſſors ſealed 


with their Blood; and which, when it had 


ſhamefully been corrupted by the Church of 
Rome, the excellent Reformers of this 


Church, had to the beſt of their Ability, 


reſtor d to its primitive Purity. 
Hereupon the very Learned and Reve- 


rend Dr. Potter, at that time Domeſtick 


Chaplain to his Grace my Lord Archbiſhop 
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of Canterbury, wrote and publiſh'd his ex 
cellent Diſcourſe of Church- Government ʒ 


which being written in his Graces Family, 
I doubt not was written alſo by his Dire&1. 
on, and publiſhed with his Approbation: 


For had that Book contained what was con- 


trary to his Grace's Sentiments, I cannot 


think he would have thought the Author 


to have merited thoſe Preferments, which 


have fince been ſo deſervedly conferred up- 
on him, I cannot think that his Grace, 


whoſe Intereſt was at that time very great, 
would have permitted a Perſon, tho' his 
own Domeſtick, to have been advanced to 


the Divinity-Chair of the Univerſity of Ox- 


ford, if he had publiſhed any thing which 


in his Grace's Opinion had been Heterodox, 


or contrary to the known received Doctrine 


of the Church of England. 


The very Worthy and Learned Doctor 


maintains in his excellent Book, and proves 
from the Scriptures and Fathers of the three 
firſt Centuries, that the Church is a Society, 
not a mere voluntary Society, but one where- 


of all Men mut be Members, an outward 


and viſible Society, anumver ſal Society with 
regard ib Time and Place : And æ Spiritual 
Society, different from thoſe Civil Societies, 
which are governd by the Kings of the 
Earth. Then he ſhews that Chrift is the 

Head of this Society, and governs it as 
God's Vicegerent, and as the Mediator of

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Intereſt advanced to the Divinity-Chair in 


one of our Univerſities, the moſt unfit Sta- 
tion for a Man that had maintained any O- 
pinions contrary to the receiv'd Doctrines of 


this Church; could we, I ſay, when we ſaw 
all this, imagine that theſe were Heterodox 


Doctrines, or that we ſhould offend in 
Preaching ſuch Things? Could we think 


that our Superiours, who had taken particu- 
lar care to lee this Worthy Gentleman pre- 


fer'd to ſo important a Charge ſoon after his 


publication of this Book, without requiring 


him to explain, change, or mollify any one 


Paſſage in it, ſhould not be of the ſame O- 
pinion with him in theſe Points? Could we 
ſuſpe& that theſe Doctrines, which this 


Learned Author had ſo fully proved to be 
moſt agreeable to the Doctrine of the Scri- 
ptures and of the Primitive Church, ſhould 
as ſoon as preached or publiſhed by ſome o- 


there, be accounted no better than Modern 
Innovations? Could we conceive that what 
in this excellent Book had been ſo evident-

Heterodox Opinions? And yet, no ſooner 


did others preach and publith theſe very Do- | 
Arines which had been ſo learnedly and ſo- 


lidly proved by this worthy Profeſſor, who 


at the time of writing it was his Grace's 
Domeſtick, but we had Charge upon Charge, 


at our Viſitations, cenſuring and condemn- 


ing theſe very Doctrines as ſavouring of Po- 
pery, and inconſiſtent with' the declared 
eſtabliſhed Do&rines of our Church And 
Pamphlets upon Pamphlets have been pub- 


liſhed by ſome who pretend to be at leaſt 


Presbyters of the Church of England, full 
of trifling Arguments againſt them, charg- 
ing them as Popiſo and Modern, without 
any one ſolid Proof that they are ſo. 

Anmongſt the reſt, the Doctrine contain- 
ed in the following Sermon has met with 


very great Oppoſit ion z and tho' nothing 


can be more oppoſite ro Popery, and the 
Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, than this 
Doctrine of the repreſentative Sacrifice in 
the Euchariſt ; yet is it continually charged 


by the Gainſayers as Introductive of that 
very Doctrine which it ſo directly oppoſes, 
and which it is utterly inconſiſtent with. 
A very Learned Divine, as the Author of 


the Propitiatory Oblation in the Euchariſt 


has obſerv'd, has been ſometimes ſlily point- 
ed at, ſometimes in Words at length reproach- 


ed, for being enclined to Popery, becauſe 
5 he 
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be had freely declared his Mind to this on 
Pur poſe. His Adverſary is not content to 
Hint this Suſpicion once or twice, but re- 
| feats it almoſt twenty Times in one Book con- 
 feſting of little more than 200 Pages. And 
| yet this very Learned Divine, Dr. Hickes, 
has written as ſolidly and judiciouſly a- 
gainſt Popery, both before and ſince his 
entring into this Controverſy, as any Man 
whatſoever : And has alſo prevented ſome 
Perſons from being perverted to the abomi- 
nably corrupted Church of Rome, which I 
am perſuaded is more than his Adverſary 
can pretend to have done. But what will 
not Men do to ſerve a Cauſe and a Party 
they have eſpouſed > They know Popery is 
juſtly terrible to all good Proteſtants, and 
therefore hope if they do but loudly cry out 
 Popery, Popery, that is ſufficient to confute 
any Doctrine they diſlike. 1 5 
They aſſert boldly, but prove nothing act 
all. They hope moſt People will believe 
their Aſſertions, without giving themſelves 
the trouble to examine their falſe Argu- 
ments. Nay, if their pretended Argu- 
ments be never ſo well examined and con- 
futed, they will repeat them again and again, 
as if nothing had, or could be ſaid againſt 
them. They hope their Pamphlets will fall 
into the hands of ſome that know nothing 
of the Anſwers have been return'd to all 
they have, or can ſay; and there at "On

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they foppoſeftheir 1)oErines may be imbi- 
bed. If this was not the Cafe, they could not 


tell us with fiich Aſſurance, that this Do-

Let, although the Ad- 
verſaries to this Doctrine are able to pro- 
duce no Teſtimonies of any Eminent Di- 


vines againſt us, but Dr. Outram, and Dr. 


Cudieorth, who have each of them advanc'd 
part icular and new Notions on this Occaſi- 


on; which have been judiciouſly and ſolid- 
ly Anſwered by Dr. Hickes, whoſe demon- 
ſtrative Arguments not one of his Opponents 
has been able to refute. They call him 


Papiſt indeed, and Popiſbly affected, giving 


hard Words according to the known Mode- 


ration of the Party, to make amends for the 


Weakneſs of their Reaſonings. Although 


not one of them is able to write ſo judici- 


ouſly againſt Popery, or to Confute the 


Writers of the Church of Rome, upon the 


true and ſolid Principles of Primitive Chri- 


| ſtianity, as he has excellently done, But 
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But now the old Queſtion may be asked- 


cui Bono? What ſignifies it to us, whether 


we believe the Holy Sacrament of the Eu- 


chariſt to be a Sacrifice or not? What need 


any Diſputes about it 2 All Part ies are a- 
greed that it is an Holy Ordinance inſtitu- 


dead by Cbriſt himſelf, and that every god 


Chriſtian ought to partake of it. 
But we may ask again if it be not conve- 
nient, nay neceſſary that all thoſe who par- 

take of this Holy Sacrament, ſhould under- 


ſtand and know what it is they do? Ought 


they not to be inſtructed in the Nature 


1 Cor, xi. and Deſign of it, leſt they Eat and Drink 


29 wnworthily, not diſcerning the Lord's Body? 
88 And how ſhall they diſcern the Lord's Body, 
i they are not taught that the Lord's Body 
is there preſent? For if the Lord's Body is 
not there preſent, it can be no fault in any 


one not to diſcern it there: It can be no 
fault in a Man not to diſcern what is not. 


But St. Paul expreſly declares that he who 


3 does not diſcern the Lord's Body in the Holy 
Communion of Bread and Wine, eateth 


and drinketh unworthily, nay, eateth and 
arinketh damnation to himſelf: Conſequent- 


ly according to St. Paul's Doctrine, not to 
diſcern the Lord's Body in the Euchariſt is a 


very great Sin. The Lord's Body therefore is 
molt certainly to be diſcerned or ſeen inthis 
Holy Communion, otherwiſe not to diſcern 
or ſee it there, could not render a Man li- 


able 
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able to Damnation or Judgment, anderſtand 
the Word in as moderate a Senſe as can be 
put upon it. 
The next Queſtion then 1s, How is the 


Lord's Body there to be diſcerned? It can- 
not be meant of the literal, natural Body of 


the Lord, as the Church of Rome blaſphe- 
mouſly teaches; ; for St. Paul himſelf calls 
it Bread and Vine even at the very time it 


is to be eaten and drank. Let a Man ex- 


amin himſelf, ſays he, and ſo let him eat of 


that Bread, and drink of that Cup. How 


then can the Lord's Body be there diſcern- 


ed otherwiſe than by amin 2 For 
jf it be ſtill Bread and Wine, even at the 
very time it is to be eaten and drank, as St. 


Paul plainly declares it to be, and yet the 
Body and Blood of Chriſt is there alſo to be 


diſcerned or ſeen, as the {ame Apoſtle alſo 


teaches, then muſt the Bread and Wine ful- 


I y and perfectly repreient the Body and Blood 
| of Chriſt, and we mult believe it to do ſo, 


and diſcern or ſee it by the Eye of Faith, 


that is, by that Belief which is founded on 


the Word of God. 
In the laſt Place then, we are to enquire 


how the Body and Blood of Chriſt is there 


repreſented? And it 1s evident from the 
Scriptures, that it is not the whole Chriff, 


Body, Soul, and Divinity Hypoſtarically u- 


nited, as the Papiſts allo blaſphemouſly 


infer 
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infer that it is to be „ That 

Vw hich is repreſented in the Fuchariſt is nei- 
ther the Diviniiy, nor the Human Soul of 
Oriſt, but only his Boch and Blood ſepara- 
ted from both, and from one another. The 
Blood is not repreſented by the Element of 
Wine, as in the Body, but as ſhed and ſe- 


parated from it ; which is utterly irrecon- 
cileable with, and plainly contradictory to 


the Popiſh Doctrine of the Maſs, which 


Catechiſ. maintains that the whole Chrift, Body, Soul,

Cap. 4+ little part or portion of them, that is, in e-

And for this Reaſon they miniſter this Sa- 


Cuxſt. o. crament under one only Species of Bread, 
| | becauſe, according to their Doctrine, it con- 


tains the whole. But the Scripture teaches 


us otherwiſe. Our Saviour at his Inſtitu- 
tion of this Sacrament, gave the Bread and 


Wine as repreſenting his Body broken, and 


his Blood ſhed, or poured out from it. 
1 Cor. xi, This is my Body which is broken for you, this 
24. ic my Blood which is ſhed for many. And 


2G. when Chriſt's real Body was broken, and 
his Blood ſhed, it was then ſeparated, not 
from his Divinity only, but from his hu- 


man Soul alſo, and died and was buried. 


The Breadand Wine therefore repreſenting 
Chriſt's Body as broken, and his Blood as 


{hed and poured out from it, can by no

means repreſent, much leſs really be, the 
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very individual glorified Body of Chri/t now 
in Heaven, and Perſonally united, not on- 
- ly to the Human Soul, but alſo to the Di- 
vine Nature. But it plainly repreſents 
Cbriſt's Body as given, that is, offered or Luke xxii. 
| facrificed for us; for ſo our Lord himſelf '”* 
appointed it to do, ſaying, [his is my Body 

which is given, or offered for you. It is evi- 

dent therefore from the very Inſtitution, 


that the Bread and Wine in the Holy Sa- 
c crament of the Euchariſt, repreſent Chriſt's 
> Body and Blood ns given, offered or ſacri- 
Fced for us; and are ſo full and perfect Re- 


preſentatives thereof, that our Lord himſelf 
thought fit to give to the Bread and Wine, 
the Name of His Body and Blood. The 
Conſequence of all this is, That the Bread 
and Wine in the Holy Eucharift doe by the 
very Inſtitution repreſent the Sacrifice of 
"Chriſt's Body broken, and his Blood ſhed; and 
3 that if we do not know and underſtand this, 
we cannot rightly diſcern the Lord's Body. 
Por if we do not there, under the Repreſen- 
tatives of Bread and Wipe, ſee by the Eye of 
1 Faith the Body and Blood of Chriſt, given, 
offer d or ſacrificed for us, we do not diſcern 
the Lord's Body in that manner he has ap- 
pointed: And if we do not diſcern the Lord's 
Boah, we have St. Paul's word for it, that 
we eat and drink our own Damnation. This 
Doctrine of the Euchariſtical Sacrifice is 
therefore neceſſary to be taught and 
f T . 6.2 : under- 
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rightly diſcern the Lord's Body, and con- 
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underſtood ; fince without it we cannot 


ſequently muſt receive it unworthily. For 
if the Body and Blood of Chriſt, as ſacrifi- 
ced for us, is not underſtood to be there 
repreſented; it cannot be there diſcerned 


otherwiſe than it may be in any other Mi- 


niſtration whatſoever; and this Sacrament 
can no more ſhew forth the Lord's death, 
or ſacrifice of his Body and Blood, for his 
Death was that Sacrifice, than our common 


and daily Prayers. And - therefore, unleſs. 
we allow and acknowledge this Sacrament 


to be a Repreſentative Sacrifice, I cannot 
ſee what Benefit we can propoſe to receive 


from it. Which I think is ſufficient to ſhew 


the Neceſſity of Preaching this Doctrine.

than the Jewiſh Sacrifices; it follows, that 
this cannot be the real and true Sacrifice of 
Chrift himſelf, as the Church of Rome moſt 
wickedly and abſurdly teaches ; to ſupport 
which vain Notion, ſhe has invented the 
unintelligible Doctrine of Tranſubſt antiati- 


on. For the Repreſentative cannot be the 


Perſon Repreſented ; the Thing ſigniſying, 
cannot be the Thing nid For the 
very Notion of a Repreſentative implies 
ſomething diſtinct from that which is Re- 
preſented by it, Thoſe therefore who charge 
the Doctrine of the Euchariſtical Sacrifice as 
ſavouring of Popery, either know not what 
Popery is, or do not underſtand what a Sa- 
criſtce 1s, or have no right Notion of the Eu- 


charift it ſelf: For nothing can be more di- 
rectly oppoſite to the Doctrine of Tranſub- 
Pantiation, or to the Sacriſices of Maſſes in 


the which it was commonly ſaid that the 


Prieſts did offer Chriſt for the Quick and 
he Dead, than this Doctrine of zhe repre- 
ſentative Sasrifice of the Euchariſt, For if 


the Repreſentation of Chriſt's Body and 


Blood be there offered, then it 15 moſt cer- 


tain Chriſt himſelf cannot be there offered; 


for 
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for the Repreſentative of Chriſt caunot be 
Cbriſt, any more than a Man's Proctor or 
Attorney can be himſelf. This Doctrine 
therefore of a true and proper Sacrifice in 
the Euchariſt , repreſenting the one great 
and truly meritorious Sacrifice of Chriſt, is 
ſo far from ſavouring of Popery, that no- 
thing can be more oppoſite to Popety than 
this is, nor can any other Doctrine be ſo 
 effectual to root out all Popiſh Notions, 
relating to the bleſſed Sacrament of the Al- 
tar, as this is. For if we deny the Eu- 
cCchariſt to be a real and proper Sacrifice, 
we give the Papiſts a great Advantage over 
us. Becauſe they may eaſily prove from the 
Inſtitution of this Sacrament by Chri#, 
from this and diverſe other Texts of Scri- 
pture, and from the Primitive Fathers of the 
Church, that it is a Sacrifice: And foraſ- 
much as our Church declares, that this ih of 
Lord's Supper is in ſuch wiſe to be done !% 7% 
© and miniſtred as our Lord and Saviour = 
F commanded it to be done, as the holy A- 
| * poſtles uſed it, and the good Fathers in

There cannot therefore be a better, or more 


effectual Preſervative from Popery, as it has 


relation to the Holy Sacrament of the Al- 
tar, than this Doctrine of the Euchariſt be- 


ing a true, proper, commemorat ive, Repre- 
ſentative and unbloody Sacrifice. But ſome 


Men have got a Cant of calling every thing 


Popery which they do not like; and when 


they are put to a Non-plus, and know not 
what to ſay, they hope That one Word is 


Confutation enough, altho' the Doctrine 
they oppoſe be never ſo inconſiſtent with 


Popery, as this undoubtedly is. 


This Doctrine alſo of the Euchariflical Sa- 


criſice effectually ſtops the Mouths of our 


Romiſh Adverſaries, when they object to us, 
that we have no Prieſthood, For they ſay, 


Tha? without a Sacrifice there can be no 
Prieſt: And they prove this by the Scriptures, 
which teach, that every High Prieſt it or- Heb. viii,

Tacceeded to the Ap poſtles in their Office; and 


the whole Epiſtle . to the Hebrews ſhews, that 
Cbriñ was ſent by the Father as a Prieſt, con- 


ſequently the Apoſtles were ſent by Chriſt as 
Prieſts, for they were ſent by him as he was 


ſent by the Father. And if we haye none to 


„ fucered the Apoſtles in their Office, then 


have we none that are Miniſters of Chrift, 


and Stewards of the Myſteries of God. And 
if we have no Miniſters to diſpenſe the My- 
ſteriesor Sacraments of God, then have we no 
Myſteries orSacraments,and conſequently no 
1 of God. Therefore if we have no Sa- 
crifice, we have no Prieſthood, no Religion 
amongſt us. The Premiſes are all taken — 
the Scriptures, and the Conſequences are na- 
tural and agreeable to the ſame Scriptures. 


And for my part Icannot ſee how we can an- 
ſwer our Adverſaries of the Church of Rome, 


when, they urge theſe Scriptures and theſe 
| Conſequences againſt us, but by ſhew ing 
them that we have an Altar and a$acrifice ; E 
that our Prieſts are true Prieſts, becauſe they 1 
have ſomewhat to offer; that altho they % 
not offer Chriſt himſelf, hecau ſe the Scripture : 
teaches that he was offered oncefor all ; yet 


they offer Bread and Wine, which by our 


Lord's own Inſtitution is appointed to repre- 
ſent his Body and Blood; and is hy virtue of 


that inſtitutie lon as effectual for the Remiſſion 


of Sin, and procuring our perfect Union with 
him, as if we offered and drank the very real 


individual Body and Blood of Chriſt which 
was offered on the Croſs. Secondly, 
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Secondly, If the Holy Euchariſt is a Sa- 
crifice, which by our Saviour's Inſtitution, 
fully and perfectly repreſents the one great 
and meritorious Sacrifice of Chriſt upon the 

Croſs, then is it much more excellent than 
any of the old-Legal Sacrifices. Not more 
Excellent in its own Nature, for Bread 
and Wine have nothing in the Nature of 
them more worthy than the Blood of Bulls 
and of Goats, than the Libations of Wine, 
or the Oblations of Fine Flower, than Shew- 
Bread or Incenſe, but by virtue of the In- 
ſtitution. For indeed there can be no na- 
tural Virtue in any Creature to make A- 
tonement for Sin: Nothing can fatisfy 
for Sin but the very Body and Blood of 
\ . Chrift himſelf. And the legal Sacrifices

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Levit.) x. dab and Abiha, the Sons of Aaron, who 
were appointed by God himſelf to offer 
Sacrifice, when they did not offer in the 
 manoer preſcribed, but offer d ſtrange Fire, 
there went out Fire from the Lord, and de. 
voured them. Theſe, with many other like 
Examples might be produc'd, are clear

"Prieſt, whom « God had appointed to b make 
the Oblation ; or if he offer*d it in another 
manner than God had appointed, it was 
ſo far from rendering God Propitious or 


Gracious, that it provok d him to Anger, 


and drew down his Judgments. So when

1 Sam. Samuel, and therefore preſum'd to offer a

Teſtimonies that it was not the intrinſick 


Worth of any of theſe Sacrifices, but the 
Divine Appointment or [Inſtitution that 
made them acceptable, and render'd God 


Propitious and Gracious to thoſe by or for 


whom they were offer d. And ſo by this 


Divine Appointment the Sacrifice of the 
Euchariſt being offer'd according to the 
Inſtitution becomes Propitiatory, that is, 


renders God good and gracious to us, and 


procures his Pardon and Favour, 


In this reſpect then, that is, by virtue of 


the Divine Inſtitution, the Sacrifice of the

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Holy Euchariſt far exceeds all the Sacrifices 
of the Law, and is far more excellent. 
For the Sacrifices of the Law were by 
their Inſtitution but imperfect Types of 
the great Sacrifice on the Croſs: They 
: were appointed to render God Propitious 
or Gracious but in ſome Caſes, and on 
ſome Occaſions, not in all. There was no 
Sacrifice that could make an Attonement 
for Murder, and ſome other heinous Of- ; 
i fences; but the Euchariſtical Sacrifice right- 
ly and duly miniſtred and received, is an 
Attonement for the greateſt Sins, and by 
virtue of the Divine Inſtitution, procures 
| Pardon for them, and renders God Propi- 
tious and Gracious to us, being truly faith- 
ful and penitent, notwithftanding the foul- 
| eſt Crimes. This Sacrifice is not an im- 
perfect Type, as the Fewiſh Sacrifices were,

Unfaithfulneſs, or Nezligence, deprive our 


ſelves of this Right, Let us confider, it is 


no ſmall Privilege to be admitted to partake 


of this Altar, a Privilege to which God 

would not pn his own choſen People the 
Zews, for the Text plainly ſays that they 
had no right to eat of it; and I have es. = 


ed to you, that by the Moſnical Law they 


had no right to eat, even of that Sacrifice 


which they themſelves offered, even as a 


Type of this. Sincè then God has vonch- 
ſafed us Chriſtians a ſo much greater Pri- 
vilege than he ever before allowed to his own 


choſen People, if we put aSlight and Con- 


tempt upon this high and extraordinary Pri- 


vilege, we certainly deſerve not to partake 
of any of thoſe Benefits deſign'd to be con- 


veyed to us by the right and due Uſe of it. 
If we will not come to the Lord's Table,

there to make our Oblation of Bread and 
Wine to hin, as a Memorial to put him in 


mind of the Sacrifice of his Son, which 
there by Divine Inſtitution is fully and per- 


fectly repreſented, and then to receive them 
from him again, as the repreſentative Body 


and Blood of Chrift, conveying to us all the 
Benefits of his meritorious Death and Paſ- 
ſion, we can have nc good Grounds to hope 


that ever we ſhall partake of any of thoſe 

Benefits: And if we do not, what will be 
come of us?
